Probable Result of the Jump Donovan 
Rh Determined to Make. | 

Rochester, N Y , Oct. lo — I,awrenc« 
Donovan, the bridge jumper, arrived hare 
Wednesday night, and is staying at the 
Globe hotel with IrollMOf [.aboaiiere, a well 
known local sport. He is flnu in his deter- 
mination to make the jump that coet Sara 
Patch hia life. When Donovan arrived be 
ao idea of the lituatiou. Lahoiuiere ex 
ed to in in that here there is no bridge 
which he nan jump, and that the beat 
ii to build a platform at the ledge of the 
falls, the leap to be maite from the platform. 
Donovan won also informed thut, but little is 
known la regard to the lied of the river, the 
depth of water, the situation of rocks, the 
character of the current, etc. 

" the rear of the Oenessee Falls park, 
Donovan obtained an excellent view of the 
. and said: "This is not half as high as 
the Brooklyn bridge. You may announce 
positively that I will jump - Laboeiiero's 
plaa was to have the platform built to the 
rn |X)rtlon of the lodge and extend out 
t fifteen feet, so as to clear the rooks. 
Donovan preferred, however, to jump from 
the oenter of the ledge, which is the highest 
point, and it is probable that the platform 
will be built there. The next thing to do 
was to sound the river to ascertain where It 
is deep enough for the jump and free from 
rocks. No boat was found between the falls 
and Vincent Street bridge, and it waa de- 
cided to get a boat further down and have it 
carried up the river. 
The work of examining the river bed with 
sounding line will take some time. Laboa- 
aierre says he will raisa a purse of i/SOO for 
Donovan.
